Clean Slovenic City 
Sends Many Emigrants. 


-BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D.,; LL. D. 

AIBACH, Carniola, Austria, July 1¢.—Per- 

haps I should say Ljubljana, the Slovene 

hame for this city of 40,000, capital and 

focus of some 1,200,000 Slovenes, 110,000 
'.9f whom are in the United States. Lai- 
bach in national song was spoken of as ‘‘the 
white” It is pretty white and as clean as a 
pin. It might be a German city. Certainly 
not an American, Hungarian, or Italian city. 

We came to Laibach from Fiume by train, 
a three hours’ ride of great.beauty and pictur- 
esqueness. Early in the ride we leave Hun- 
gary, cross the line inte the Istrian province 
of Austria, climbing the while to the high, 
broken Karst plateau, and enter the province 
of Carniola, or Krain, the principal Slovene 
wrovince of Austria. | 

The country, as seen from 4 car window, p 
duce. an impression of contentment and peace. 
but the Karst is as deceptive in Austria as it 
is in Hungary. It smiles on you, but, the veneer 
of Hfe giving soil on its rocks is thin, in places 
not taick enough to hide the scars.. 

In deep Gepressions looking Hke big buffalo 
wallows are little patches of ‘wheat, corn, or 
potatoes. The country is clothed in verdure, 
though of real forest, good timber, we see al- 
most nothing. Well into Carniola the country 
improves, not in looks but in fertility and 
amount of land fit fora plow. The high snowy 
range north of Laibach comes to view and we 
enter the broad, fertile valley of the Laibach 
moors. Country churches along the way glisten 
white in the sun and seem almost as numerous 


as farmhouses. 
City Prosperous and Crowing. 
Heavy Slovené emigration may—as they will 
probably tell us—drain the mare rial its best 
sad rees, 
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primitive looking.mill. Men are. feeding old 
women inte the hopper. They come-out of the 
spou. as girls. In another a»woman is pulling 
a harrow. The husband is driving it. 

There are halls of ryde folk pottery and of 
interesting Slovene costumes. Embroideries are 
rather disappointing. The color is rich enough 
and the workmanship fine.. But they show signs 
of degeneration. The designs are no longer 
purely barbaric and geometrical, as in costumes 
of Slavs farther south. Six ‘hundred years of 
Germanization.“has left’ an {Ynpress. Only in 
the headdresses do the designs seem pure and 
free from foreign influence. Everything else 
seems in’ the transition. stage.. There is, ‘of 
course; a large collection of Baster eggs, some 
richly carved spindles, and many interesting 
stamps for marking calico. These are not un- 
like those used today in Java for similar pur- 
poses, although the technique.of calico printing 
among Stovenes is not at all like’ that-of the 
far east. oo 7 

The: collection of folk jewelry its surprisingly 
weak, rich only in metal girdles. Whether this 
is due to lack of development of a love of jew- 
elry or to poverty which e such luxuries 
impossible I cannot say. Considérable space is 
taken up with Roman and medieval grave tab- 
lets and monuments. 


Class of Schoolgirls. 


The most interesting exhibit. was a class of 
forty or -fifty schoolgirls being conducted 
through the halls by a young high school in- 
etructor. They are sober, serious girls. No 
trace of frivolity here. They want to learn. 
Four out of five have dark hair. There is not 
a real blonde in the crowd, though many with 
blue eyes, but more with brown.

I infer from what the director says that he 
méans that emigration is a sort of sporting 
proposition. Slovenes are not poor, as peasants 
go. They are not hungry; they never starve 
to death. They are sufficiently clad. They 
have big houses and plenty of firewood. But 
the men go because it is a sort of game. They 
get a freedom—which spells /license—abroad 
which they. never -had at home. They go to 
America with something of the spirit which 
prompts an American to linger long in Paris. 

He admits that the emigrant comes back, in 
some ways, a better man. His eyes are opened. 
He has learned to work, but he won't work'in 
the fields. He is good only for @ factory; fac- 
tories are few and far between in this Slovene 
land. To the best of the director’s knowledge, 
local government makes no attempt to check 
the Americanization process. But’ he believes 
there are societies among his countrymen 
abroad which, while not directly organized with 
this in view, tend to preserve the bond which 
holds them to the fatherland. 
‘ Phere are several steamship emigration 
agents in Laibach. Apparently, they have noth- 
ing ‘to conceal. The chief point of interest 
gained from talking with them fis that new cen- 
ters of emigration are just now ‘coming into ex- 
istence. Until recently, Slovene emigrants have 
come from a compact and fairly restricted aoe 
Scuth Carniola. But the péoplé of North r- 
nfola and those of adjacent provinces «which 
heretofore had no emigration have igarned of 
the delights of a trip to America. 

Again we have excellent proof that the pri- 
mary factor in emigration is not poverty of 
material wealth but invention. .Just as there 
are countries ih Transylvania from which peo- 
ple have never emigrated because they never 
thought about it, so there are country districts 
in Carniola where now, for the first time, they 
have thought about it As a result of think- 
ing, they try it. The number of tnose who fol- 
low will depend on the reports brought or writ- 
ten back by those who made the first venture. 


Land of Small Estates. 


Carniola is a l.rd of small estates, of farms 
of from two to three acres. Hence, emigrants 
are either day laborers whoiown no land or lit- 
tle farmers who are in debt. Land hunger is 


the excuse which the individual offers himself 


and his family to justify his absence. 

They won't work, say the agents, when they 
come back. They may build a house or buy 
land, but they generally overreach themselves, 
ana their new capital only enables them to get 
deeper in debt. And they go back to the United 
States. If they get on well there, they Ga, 
“fnished,” and send for the wife. 

Agents agree that politics has nothing to do 
with emigration. South Carniola is not suffer- 
ing for railroad outlet to Fiume, because they 
haven't anything to export. Even in years of 
fair crops, some 6.000 carloads of grain must

F the author of “ HEARTS CONTENDING” 
were a,.great artist we should have in this 
novel a piece of work worthy of George Eliot. 
As itsis we have, at any rate, a worthy novel, 
It is a piece of life crammed with reality. 

There is tragic possibility in the Heilig family 
as pictured here, the kind of tragedy Thomas 
Hardy described az ‘‘beyond the gates of the 
world.” 

The Heilig family live in the Thal, @ country 
place in—it matters not where. Its seclusion 
makes it safe from the topographically curious, 
They are thrifty Germans, who have prospered 
—the father, John Heilig, being master. not 
only in-his house but of the Thal itself. This 
dominance comes sadly to a cl ‘once his 
children reach maturity. He refu to give 
his daughter in marriage to the one she loves; 
the daughter elopes; he selects the ministry 
as the profession for his son Jonathan; he re- 
fuses to follow the calling; the sons Anthony 
and Jesse, have wills of thelr own and come 
into conflict with the father. But there is also 
a division between Jonathan and Anthony, they 
being rivals for Bertha’ Lieb, a protégé of the 
family. This conflict comes to a quarrel be- 
tween the brothers, in which farm weapons are 
used, the victim being the third son, Jesse, 
who acted as peacemaker... Job Heilig now 
becomes a’ Job indeed. Anthony. in a drunken 
rage for his defeat, and in sorrow for having 
struck his innocent brother, burns his father’s 
barns and fields, and is found dead in the ruins.

The story strikingly reminds one of Mrs. 

As told by 
Georg Schock, it is vivid and simple. It is not 
compelling in its force, though its human issues 
are real and ‘at times vivid. The reader is con- 
Stantly wishing for a firmer, more mature art 
for these thrilling events. It is a typé of novel 
Eden Philpotts would have made overpowering 
in\its strength. This young writer has not left 
it weak, nor she has not given it full artistic 
value. There is power and poetry in the 
story: there is more power and poetry than 
the author has brought to it. But as 4 simple, 
Sincere handling of fine material “ Hearts Con- 
tending” should be read.
